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General  Circumstances  of  the  District 


'I'he  Urban  District  covers  an  area  of  982  acres.  The 
Population,  according  to  the  1951  Census  was  4,508.  This  has 
remained  practically  stationary.  Approximately  three  quarters 
of  the  Population  dwell  east  of  the  River  and  one  quarter  west  of  it. 

The  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  River  Ancholme  is  low, 
being  about  10  feet  above  ordnance  datum.  The  soil  of  this 
low  land  is  peaty  with  clay  sub  soil  and  some  sand  so  that  many 
of  the  houses  are  very  damp. 

The  east  portion  of  the  district  runs  from  the  river  to  its  highest 
part  above  Wrawby  Road  and  Albert  Street,  roughly  20  to  25  feet 
above  Ordnance  datum.  The  soil  here  is  sandy  and  less  inclined 
to  produce  damp. 

Brigg  Town  is  an  important  Agricultural  Centre  and  Market 
Town  in  North  Lincolnshire.  This  Market — held  on  Thursdays 
attracts  large  numbers  from  the  surrounding  Rural  areas.  In  a 
report  of  this  size  it  is  impossible  fully  to  enumerate  the  manifold 
activities  of  those  employed  in  the  district  or  resident  in  the 
district  and  employed  outside. 

The  following  industries  and  their  workers  should  however 
be  mentioned.  The  Farmers  Company,  makers  of  Cattle  Food, 
Fertilizers,  etc.;  Messrs.  Springs  and  Laws  Mineral  Waters  and 
Table  Delicacies.  The  British  Sugar  Corporation  just  without 
the  district.  Messrs.  Corah’s  Hosiery  Factory  which  employs  large 
numbers  of  girls  and  young  women,  Messrs.  Peacock  and  Binning- 
ton’s  Agricultural  Machinery.  To  them  must  be  added  ; Workers 
in  the  Brewery,  Electricity  and  Gas  Undertakings  on  the  British 
Railways,  Agriculturists,  workers  in  Road  Transport,  Building, 
Timber  Merchants,  Rope  Making,  Printing,  Ironmongery,  the 
Motor  Trade,  Provision  Merchants,  Clothing  and  Drapery,  House 
Furnishers,  Hotels,  Licensed  Victuallers,  Local  Government  Ser- 
vice, Post  Office  and  Police,  the  Press  and  many  others.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  must  be  notified  direct  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  as  Child  Welfare  Authority, 

Precautions  taken  on  occurrence  of  a case 
of  Infectious  Disease. 

The  case  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Medical 
Officer.  In  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  Smallpox,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica,  or  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  by  both  Officials.  The 
Inspector  renders  on  the  day  of  his  visit  a report  on  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  and  the  efficiency  of  isolafion. 

A written  questionaire  as  to  Inmates  of  the  House,  Source 
of  Infection,  etc.,  is  thus  perused  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  The  case  is  removed  to  an 
Isolation  Hospital  where  considered  expedient. 

Where  the  case  is  isolated  at  home,  instructions  and  liquid 
disinfectant  are  given  to  those  nursing  the  patient  and  a card 
is  left  for  the  medical  attendant  to  complete  when  disinfection 
may  safely  be  carried  out. 
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In  particular  cases,  infected  bedding  or  fnattresses  are 
destroyed  and  compensation  is  paid  after  the  consideration  of 
the  merits  of  the  case  by  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Urban 
District  Council.  It  is  essential  that  no  bedding  should  be 
destroyed  until  inspected  by  an  official  of  the  Council  or  in 
exceptionally  urgent  circumstances  a qualified  medical  practitioner 
who  can  testify  as  to  its  condition.

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Notes  on  Infectious  Diseases 

1955. 

1955  has  been  remarkably  free  from  notifiable  Infectious 
Disease. 

There  were  34  cases  of  Measles  and  114  cases  of  Chicken  Pox, 
as  well  as  63  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  Whooping  Cough  is  now 
rarely  seen  in  its  pure  form,  as  a result  of  widespread  immunis- 
ation. Most  cases  which  can  be  labelled  Whooping  Cough  are 
mild  manifestations  of  this  disease.  Many  cases  of  slight 
Chronic  Cough  occuring  in  children  who  have  been  immunised 
may  be  mild  attacks  of  Whooping  Cough,  which  do  not  develop 
fully  into  the  full-blown  dangerous  disease,  and  in  which  the 
characteristic  “ Whoop  ” is  not  heard. 

Widespread  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  seems 
to  be  doing  a very  great  service  and  to  be  stamping  out  the  disease 
in  its  serious  form. 

It  is  high  time  the  interpretation  of  Infectious  Disease  was 
brought  up  to  date. 

Our  knowledge  of  Infective  Hepotity  (Calantrol  Jaundice)  is 
not  great  nor  is  our  knowledge  of  Virus  Pneumonia.  There  are 
more  serious  diseases  than  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough, 
although  they  rarely  attack  adults.  The  only  way  to  study  them  is 
to  make  them  notifiable  and  in  this  way  to  collect  details  of  every 
case.  The  same  applies  to  Glandular  Fever,  usually,  but  not  always 
a mild  disease,  but  one  which  hangs  on  to  the  sufferer,  usually  a 
young  adult,  and  may  be  the  cause  of  many  weeks  off  work. 
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Diphtheria  Immunization  and  Vaccination 


It  is  vital  to  secure  that  75%  of  babies  are  immunized  before 
their  first  birthday.  At  present  the  highest  rate  under  1 year  is 
about  55%.  The  75%  (in  England  and  Wales)  has  only  been 
attained  in  those  considerably  older.  It  is  estimated  that  only 
28%  of  those  under  1 year  were  immunized  in  1951. 

If  parents  leave  their  children  un-immunized  there  will  be  a 
recurrence  of  Diphtheria  outbreaks.  DIPHTHERIA  is  as 
deadly  as  ever  in  the  unprotected. 

Parents  must  remember  that  if  their  children  are  immunized 
in  infancy  they  will  need  “ Boosting  ” doses  when  they  start  school. 

Immunization  against  Whooping  Cough  is  also  of  considerable 
benefit,  and  it  is  now  customary  for  doctors  to  combine  the  two 
types  of  immunization  in  one  course  of  injections. 

Vaccination  is  also  most  necessary  and  in  infancy  causes 
trivial  discomfort  and  gives  adequate  protection.  Only  by  wide- 
spread vaccination  can  we  be  sure  of  keeping  Small  Pox,  with  its 
high  mortality,  out  of  this  country.

Two  Schools  in  the  area  require  modem,  well  ventilated  and 
lighted  premises.  They  are  (1)  Brigg  Infants  School  (2)  Catholic 
Elementary  School. 

More  spacious  accomodation  is  required  in  both  cases. 

The  former  still  has  inadequate  playing  ground  and  is  over- 
crowded. 

Glebe  Road  School  is  well  constructed  and  served  its  purpose 
for  a number  of  years.  Extra  accommodation  has  been  provided 
by  Temporary  Hutments. 

A new  School  is  being  built  in  Redcombe  Lane.  This  will 
eventually  be  a three-stage  school. 

Brigg  Grammar  School  and  Brigg  Girls  High  School 

have  modem  conveniences  and  structure  and  excellent  sites,  but 
need  more  buildings  to  maintain  their  excellent  records  of  progress. 

Brigg  Preparatory  School  though  not  modern  in  con- 
struction appears  to  have  sufficient  accommodation,  though  lacking 
in  playground  accommodation.  I understand  that  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  the  transfer  of  the  school  to  a more  spacious 
building  in  Bigby  Street. 

St.  Mary’s  Convent  (Manor  House  School)  has  a good 
building  and  spacious  grounds. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  is  in  most  cases  good. 
In  a few  places  however,  improved  lavatory,  bathing  and  washing 
facilities  would  be  beneficial. 
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Water  Supplies. 


By  the  Regional  Water  Scheme  through  the  North  Lindsey 
Water  Board,  water  in  bulk  is  brought  to  the  Brigg  Urban  Area 
from  a source  outside  the  district  and  is  delivered  under  pressure. 
A few  houses  in  Bridge  Street  are  on  a Private  Supply  derived 
from  a spring  in  the  Castlethorpe  area.  12  houses  are  on  “ Well 
Supply  ” and  12  on  communal  supply. 

The  Regional  water  comes  from  Limestone  sources  and  is  of 
a high  degree  of  purity,  but  is  excessively  hard.  I understand  a 
scheme  is  in  being  to  correct  this  at  the  source. 

Ninety  five  per  cent  of  houses  are  supplied.  And  less  than 
three  per  cent  are  on  communal  supply  and  well  water. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


Surface  water  is  drained  in  to  the  River  Ancholme. 

Sewage  from  the  Central  and  Peripheral  areas  of  the  district 
gravitates  to  the  Central  Reservoir  at  the  Gas  Works  and  is  pumped 
from  there  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Redcombe  Lane. 
The  sewage  from  the  new  Council  housing  estate  to  the  North  of 
the  town  is  pumped  direct  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The 
Disposal  Works  consist  of  Sedimentation  Tanks,  Bacteria  Beds  of 
Slag  Media  with  revolving  sprinklers,  humus  tanks  and  final 
treatment  by  Slag  media  Contact  Beds.  Further  tanks,  a Detritus 
Chamber,  more  Bacteria  Beds,  were  suggested  locally  5 years  ago. 

A comprehensive  scheme  of  reconstruction  of  the  works  was 
reduced  to  a scheme  of  repair  and  modified  reconstruction. 

After  an  inspection  of  the  Sewerage  Works  at  Red- 
combe, it  is  obvious  that  these  works  are  highly  unsatis- 
factory and  a new  scheme  should  be  proposed  as  quickly 
as  possible. 
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Pail  Closets 


There  are  still  about  151  houses  in  the  Urban  District  with  Pail 

Closets.  Although  this  is  a far  smaller  number  than  previously,  the 

sooner  they  disappear  completely,  the  better. 

Once  again  the  objections  to  Pail  Closets  are  enumerated  : — 

(1)  Too  much  handling  of  excreta  on  the  premises  or  in  the 
streets. 

(2)  The  impossibility  of  preventing  access  of  flies  and  therefore 
the  risk  of  contamination  of  food  causing  infection. 

(3)  The  difficulty  of  cleaning  the  utensils  and  keeping  them  and 
their  surroundings  in  sanitary  condition. 

(4)  The  risk  of  passing  infection  from  individual  to  individual. 

(5)  The  fact  that  Pail  Closets  must  be  downstairs  for  efficient 
emptying  and  the  consequent  hardship  to  invalids  and  the 
aged. 

(6)  The  tendency  of  the  occupier  to  mix  rubbish  and  excreta. 


Cancer. 


Eleven  deaths  from  Cancer  (4  Males,  7 Females)  occurred  in 
the  Urban  District  during  1955. 

The  incidence  of  cancer  is  increasing  throughout  the  country. 
This  is  in  some  measure  due  to  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  advance 
of  medical  science  in  the  last  20  years,  people  are  prevented  from 
dying  from  other  diseases  and  live  to  greater  ages,  eventually  to 
become  victims  of  cancer  which  is  on  the  whole  a disease  of  the 
elderly.  However,  even  for  cancer  there  are  greatly  improved 
measures  of  treatment  available,  both  medical  and  surgical. 

It  is  very  necessary  that  early  advice  should  be  sought, 

for  in  most  cases  early  discovery  and  treatment  can  mean  cure. 

Once  again  certain  symptoms  are  enumerated  which  should 
always  be  investigated  although  they  do  not  always  indicate  cancer. 

(1)  Persistent  indigestion. 

(2)  Persistent  Anasmia. 

(3)  Persistent  Diarrhoea. 

(4)  Increasing  constipation. 

(5)  Difficulty  in  urination. 

(6)  Persistent  discharges  or  bleeding. 

(7)  Loss  of  weight. 

(8)  Irregular  monthly  bleeding. 

(9)  Lumps  in  breast,  lip,  tongue  or  other  situation. 

(10)  Persistent  skin  ulcers. 

(11)  Warts  that  ulcerate. 

(12)  Persistently  enlarged  glands. 

Radium  and  deep  X-ray  never  make  cancer  worse.  Early 
treatment  prevents  secondary  deposits  of  growth.  Quack  remedies 
delay  effective  treatment  making  secondary  deposits  almost  certain. 
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Condition  of  Premises  where  Food  is  prepared. 


Bakehouses.  Six  on  the  register.  None  are  underground. 
One  contravention  of  Regulations  occurred  and  was  remedied 
during  the  year.  Adequate  lighting  and  ventilation  are  essential. 

OflFensive  Trades.  There  are  4 premises  in  the  district 
and  in  1955  there  were  6 inspections.  No  contraventions. 

Shop’s  Act,  1950.  41  premises  were  inspected.  1 contra- 
vention occurred  and  was  remedied. 

Meat  Manufacturers’  Premises.  9 premises  registered. 
12  inspections.  1 contravention  remedied. 


Care  of  the  Aged  in  their  Homes. 


The  committee,  set  up  in  1950  to  help  with  the  co-ordination 
of  efforts  made  by  various  bodies  to  help  the  aged,  has  continued 
to  do  good  work  in  1955 . 

It  is  a severe  symptom  of  our  time  that  people  have  come  more 
and  more  to  rely  on  public  bodies  to  be  responsible  for  their  old 
relatives.  As  the  welfare  state  takes  on  more  and  more  responsi- 
bility, so  the  individual  is  able  to  shed  his  responsibilities  and  duties. 
The  effect  of  this  on  the  character  of  young  people  is  already  show- 
ing itself.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  voluntary 
charitable  work. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1951 


Powers  of  removal  and  Hospitalization  are  vested  in  the  local 
authority  on  application  to  a Magistrates’  Court — for  elderly  and 
helpless  people  who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves,  and  are 
unable  to  be  looked  after  at  home.
